WASHINGTON (AP) - Plan s 
of some Democrats to try to 
curb the House Rules Commit­ 
tee’s stran glehold on legislation 
ran in to some formidable Re­ 
publican opposition today. 
The plan s may be a major 
subject of con sideration at a 
meetin g Wedn esday of Republi­ 
can s n ow serv in g in the House 
or elected to the n ew Con gress 
con v en in g Jan . 4. 
Want Limit 
In brief, a group of Demo­ 
crats with leadership blessin g 
wan ts to limit to 21 days the 
time durin g which the Rules 
Committee may hold up bills 
approv ed by other committees. 
After 21 days, the speaker could 
recogn ize a qualified member to 
call up such bills, regardless of 
the Rules Committee's position . 
In letters to Republican col­ 
leagues, Rep. Thomas B. Curtis 
of Missouri, a leadin g plan n er 
for 
Wedn esday’s 
con feren ce, 
urged Republican s to oppose the 
21-day rule. He called it “ the 
phon y dev ice the liberal Demo­ 
crats hav e dev eloped” to giv e 
the speaker more power. 
As an altern ativ e, Curtis pro­ 


posed more frequen t use of an 
existin g rule kn own as the cal­ 
en dar Wedn esday rule. This al­ 
lows the chairman of a legisla­ 
tiv e committee to call up for a 
v ote on Wedn esdays an y bill 
approv ed by his committee. It 
permits a complete by-pass of 
the Rules Committee, but has 
been used sparin gly in the past 
because it limits debate.

EDITORIAL 


If the Red Chinese and their African proteges seriously turn 
to guerrilla x x ar in the Congo, that unhappy country can be­ 
come another long-drawn-out heartbreaking Viet Nam. 
The signs are already clear. The gov ernment a r m y , spear­ 
headed hv its white shock troops, can nwx e almost any where 
in the Congo at will. But as these units mov e on. the Com­ 
munist-sponsored forces mov e in behind them. A town is cap­ 
tured. recaptured, then captured again. 
There is no military force in the Congo able to occupy the 
country and no local constabularies strong enough to protect 
rural towns against attacks by Red irregulars. 
As v illages and towns are repeatedly reoccupied by the 
Communist forces, v illagers and tribesmen tend to become con­ 
v inced of the impotency of the gov ernment troops. 
The killing of whites conv inces the nativ e terrorists of the 
strength of the Communists who hav e egged them on. It also 
impresses v illagers. 
Moreov er, each time the gov ernment troops mov e back into 
an area, the Red underground notes which men and women 
co-operate with the gov ernment. These co-operators are then 
marked for assassination or torture. 
These killings of local African Congolese go largely un­ 
noticed in the headline reports of the torture and killing of 
American. Belgian and other western hostages. 
If this intermittent terror continues, men and women in 
these Congo towns and x illages will turn to the Communists for 
“ protection.” believ ing the gov ernment cannot help them. This 
is what has happened in many places in South Viet Nam. 
The situation is ripe for the Communists, (her much of the 
Congo, nativ e peoples recognize no loy alty to the central gov ­ 
ernment. Much of the interior is occupied by feuding tribes. 
Clev er Communist agents can keep much of the Congo in tur­ 
moil by play ing on the hatred of one group for another. 
With large areas In turmoil, the Communists are free to 
build local Red gov ernments in the boondocks. 
The Chinese Communists hav e made Africa a major target. 
They are slowly and sy stematically pushing in organizers 
•rmed with funds. 
The situation in the Congo is far from hopeless. The under­ 
ground war is y oung and the Reds don't y et hav e the foothold 
they hav e in Met Nam. They don't hav e the adv antage of a 
strong neighboring base. 
Quick action by the Inited States can be effectiv e. First 
priorities: 
1. Train picked Congolese civ ilians to be efficient adminis­ 
trators, county agents and rural school teachers. 
2. Teach selected Congolese troops to be efficient guerrilla 
fighters and civ il guards. 
3. Make certain that the rudiments of self-rule democracy 


a r e brought to the towns and v illages so the people will hav e 
something to fight for. 
The Communists are not going to stand still, or fold up and 
fade away after a few military defeats.

It sho uld he a big relief to 
them to find that the wo rld 
may have a wo man sho rtage 
in its future.

change when there are 150 men 
co mpeting fo r every 1(X) wo men. 
The men will be reading articles 
o n “ Ho w to Ho ld Yo ur Wife’’-— 
and taking them serio usly. 
It will be the men who will 
have to please, instead o f the 
wo men. 
The men will have to make 
the mo st o f their lo o ks, fight 
the battle o f the bulge and the 
battle against age. 
The men will have to learn 
to be go o d listeners, put them­ 
selves o ut to be co mpanio nable, 
and cultivate the art o f making 
a wo man feel impo rtant. 
And what abo ut the wo men? 
Why, they can just relax, take 
it easy, and let the men co m­ 
pete fo r their attentio n and af­ 
fectio n. 
The men aren't go ing to like 
the setup, but they'll learn ho w­ 
to live with a wo man sho rtage 
just as wo men have learned to 
live in a wo rld where a man is 
a prize to be wo n and held in 
to ugh co mpetitio n.

General 
Remembers

NEW YORK (AP) — Twenty 
y ears ago he chilled the West­ 
ern wo rld with fear, but no w' he 
is a gray little o ld man who 
likes 
to weed his garden in 
peace. 


He is retired Gen. Hasso E. 
vo n 
Manteuffel, 
seven 
times 
wo unded in battle, o ne o f Ger­ 
many’s mo st deco rated so ldiers, 
and leader o f its celebrated 5th 
Panzar army in the Battle o f the 
Bulge. 


Just two decades ago Wednes­ 
day his tro o ps infiltrated the 
fro nt lines o f American tro o ps 
resting in the Ardennes Fo rest. 
They came like gho sts acro ss 
the sno w in the fo ggy dawn, 
starting xvhat so me have called 
the 
greatest 
single 
battle 
in 
American histo ry. 


Discusses Conflict 
Vo n Manteuffel, no w7 67. dis­ 
cussed the co nflict o n a recent 
visit here to act as adviser o n 
a film o f the battle, which is 
being made with the co o peratio n 
o f 
the 
U.S. 
Defense 
Depart­ 
ment. 
He is pro udest o f the skill by 
which his men, thro ugh camo u­ 
flaged 
mo vements, 
achieved 
co mplete tactical surprise. 
“ I wanted to sneak by the 
o utpo sts like cats,” he recalled, 
“ and this went o ff well. It was 
the biggest German success o f 
the o peratio n. 
“ But yo ur men were no t to 
blame fo r this. They were sup­ 
po sed to be in a rest area and 
they were thinly strung o ut.” 
Like o ther German co mman­ 
ders, 
Vo n 
Manteuffel 
tho ught 
Ado lf Hitler’s go al was grandi­ 
o se and ho peless: it was no less 
than 
to 
wrap 
up 
the 
Allied 
armies in the west, thus leaving 
Hitler free to deal with the Rus­ 
sians in the east. 


Biggest Mistake 
“ The biggest mistake that Hit­ 
ler made at this time,” he co m­ 
mented acidly, “ was to think 
that the German arm y co uld do 
what it had do ne in 1940. 
“ After all. we were in the 
sixth year o f the war. He did 
no t have eno ugh materiel, and 
the so ldiers o f 1944 were no t the 
same as tho se o f 19 39 .” 
The rampaging Germans did 
streak 60 miles thro ugh U.S. 
lines at o ne po int to get within 
fo ur miles o f the Meuse River. 
But they were held up fo r price­ 
less days at o ne vital ro ad cen­ 
ter. St. 
Vith, 
and 
never 
did 
break thro ugh U.S. defenses at 
a seco nd key to wn, Basto gne. 
By Christmas Eve, vo n Man­ 
teuffel said, he realized the Nazi 
drive had been beaten. 
“ Once the fo g lifted and the 
American Air Fo rce co uld go 
into actio n and iso late the bat­ 
tlefield. 
I knew we co uld no 
lo nger sustain o ur o ffensive. 
“ The o utstanding bravery o f 
the elements o f the U. S. Army 
emplo yed in the battles o f St. 
Vith and Basto gne is highly rec­ 
o gnized by me, a fo rmer ene­ 
my. 
They 
initiated 
the 
final 
defeat o f the German fo rces o n 
the Western Fro nt. 


Mo rale Facto rs 
“ The mo rale facto rs are de­ 
cisive. Decisive battles are wo n 
in the hearts o f men. Basto gne 
and St. 
Vith are fundamental 
examples o f this.” 
Captured by British tro o ps at 
the clo se o f the war, Vo n Man­ 
teuffel later wo rked as expo rt 
m anager fo r a German manu­ 
facturing firm until his retire­ 
ment a few years ago . 
The 
fo rmer 
general, 
who 
stands o nly 5 feet 4, weighs 123 
po unds and has a gno melike 
sense 
o f humo r, 
is 
a 
chain 
smo ker. 
"I built everything o n human 
trust,” 
he 
remarked. 
“ Under 
me a general go t no mo re ra ­ 
tio ns than a so ldier. I never be­ 
lieved in asking mo re o f my so l­ 
diers than I co uld do . I ate and 
drank exactly as they did, and 
they trusted me, 
“ I live a healthy life no w. I 
smo ke to o much, so I 
drink 
mo re milk. I wo rk in my gar­ 
den. and pick up my grandchil­ 
dren’s to ys. 
“I can live o n the pensio n I 
get'’ 
— 
he 
smiled 
puekishly 
—“ But no t as well as Richard 
Burto n 
and 
Elizabeth 
Taylo r 
live.” 
There was o ne po int. 20 years 
after the Battle o f the Bulge, 
that Vo n Manteuffel wanted to 
make: 
“ Our trust in the Americans 
to day is there o n every level in 
Germany — o n the farms, in the 
villages, in the big cities. We 
ar^ co nfident, fo r example, that 
if the Russians attacked Berlin, 
Americans 
wo uld 
help 
Ger­ 
many. 
“ We can’t believe in a third 
po wer gro up such as that en­ 
visio ned by Gen. De Gaulle.”

As fo r students 
in o ther types o f co urses

catio nal. co mmercial o r general) 
bo ys o ften are saving to ward a 
car, and girls to ward marriage. 
Ano ther survey (by Scho lastic 
Magazine) repo rted that 72 per 
cent o f high scho o l students who 
received mo ney during the pre­ 
ceding week saved so me o f it, 
fo r an average saving o f $ 4.78.

For smooth, creamy , pliable 
cry stalline candies follow these 
su ggestions: 


1. Be su re the su gar is com­ 
pletely dissolv ed. Some stirring 
at the beginning of the cooking 
period will help to dissolv e the 
su gar before the mix tu re begins 
to concentrate. 


2. Boil gently to the correct 
su gar 
concentration, 
stirring 
when necessary . While the tra­ 
ditional cold water test is a 
gu ide to the right degree of con­ 
centration. a candy thermome­ 
ter is more reliable. 
3. Cool the sy ru p u ndistu rbed 
before beating. Cooling helps to 
insu re rapid formation of many 
small cry stals. 
4. B rat steadily u ntil mix tu re 
becomes stiff and loses its gloss. 
If it becomes too stiff for beat­ 
ing, it may be kneaded. Fon­ 
dant, fu dge and panocha will be 
cream ier if kneaded. Howev er, 
kneading is optional ex cept for 
fondant.
